Mr. Peterson of Grand Island, 
Neb., auditor for the Omaha Elevator com- 
pany, told me the company would ‘ break my 
baok ’ if I attempted to compete with it, and 
Mr. Peck, another of its officers, threatened 
they would make trouble for me. The first 
day I was in business they raised the price of 
grain on me 2 cents, and they kept it up. The 
result was I had to hold the grain I had 
8 until the market went down or sell 
at a loss. 

Finding I raised prices at Wood River, the | 
business men of Shelton decided I was a 
good thing and asked me to buy some grain 
there. As soon as I went to Shelton the trust 
reised the price on me there. I now buy in 
both places. When I am in Shelton Peavey’s 
prices are up at Shelton and down at Wood 
River. When I am at Wood River sare 
up there and down at Shelton.” 

Chicago Market Is Hurt. 

President Street of the South Chicago Ele- 
vator company testified that the allowance 
paid by the Union Pacific to the Omaha Me- 
vator company enables the latter concern to 
overbid his company at transmissouri river 
points and to undersell it in the markets of 
the east and of Europe, and in consequence 
deprives it of business it otherwise would 
get, and hurts the Chicago market by divert- 
ing grain from this place.

The Chicago charter convention will meet 
for the first time in eight months at 20’clock 
this afternoon in the council chamber at the 
city hall. Reports of the various committees 
will be received, and without debate these will 
be referred to the committee on rules, pro- 
cedure, and general plan, which will consider 
them at its meeting tomorrow afternoon. 

As a result of ‘the impending meeting of 
the convention there was a scurrying among 
the members of several committees, and 
three meetings were held yesterday afternoon 
in the convention headquarters, 171 Wash- 
ington street. The most important of these 
was that of the public education committee, 
which wrestled with the —— before it 
until far into the- night. 


: Wants City toOwn Docks. 

The rivers and harbors committee was un- 
able to sécure a quorum, but three of the 
members, Chairman Joseph M. Patterson, 
Andrew J. Graham, and James M. Kittleman, 
indorsed the proposal made last spring to 
permit the city to own and operate docks, 
wharves, elevators, and. warehouses. An- 
other meeting of this committee will be held 
before the convention today in an effort to 
have its report ready when called for. 

The law committee transacted routine busi- 
ness, but accomplished nothing definite, as 
but few members could be present. It is pos- 
sible that this committee will make no report 
until matters coming from other committees 
are submitted to it. 


: Reorganization of Schools. 
The distinctive features of the report 
adopted by the committee on education are: 
A board of education consisting of fifteen mem 
bers, appointed by the mayor for a term of four 
yeas, and confirmed by the council;’ no salary. 


«but members are exempt from jury service; qualifi- 


cations are residence in the United States and 
Chicago five years and 30 years of age. 

Two executive heads, superintendént of schools 
and business manager. The superintendent of 
schools will have exclusive charge of all matters 
pertaining to education alone, subject‘to super- 
vision and direction of the board. The powers of 
the business manager will be similar in scope, but 
deal exclusively with the operations and main- 
tenance of the schools. 

Heads of other departments will-be a ‘secretary, 
auditor, and an attorney. 

Promotion of teachers to be decided upon a merit 
system by a board consisting of superintendent. 
assistant superintendent, and three members ap- 
pointed by the board upon recommendation of the 
superintendent. 

Board may take initiative in all matters dele- 
gated to the errs heads upon a vote of two- 
thirds. 

Compulsory education age pre to 16 years. but 
boys over 14 may be excused if they can show thep- 
are employed at least five hours a day. 

A commission for correlating the educational 
forces of the city is to be appointed by the mayor 
and consist of not more than seventeen members. 
selected from public and quasi-public educational 
institutions. 


Graham Taylor Is Pleased. 

In speaking of the report Graham Taylor, 
chairman of the committee, said: 

“Il am much pleased with it and I believe 
if it is adopted by the convention and made 
a part of the new charter the conduct of our 
school affairs will be on a much higher plane. 
Of course there are certain matters, such as 
funds and so forth, which must be decided 
by the taxation committee, but I have no 
doubt all these matters can be brought into 
harmony. ., 

The report, as decided on, not only great- 
ly increases the actual powers of the board, 
but it raises the position of superintendent 
to one of dignity and one commensurate with 
the duties to be performed by that officer. 
Moreover it creates another executive hav- 
ing charge of an important branch of the 
school system and does away with this pres- 
ent disorganized and unbusinesslike method. 

Teachers to Be Consulted. 

“There was some question as to how this 
should be done. 
of dividing the duties of a business manager 
and eliminating the secretary, but the ma- 
jority of the committee felt otherwise, and I 
am convinced either plan will be a great im- 
provement over the present system.

Ernest P. Bicknell returned to Chicago yes- 
terday evening from a six months’ stay in 
San Francisco on relief work. He praised 
the citizens of San Francisco warmly for 
their activity and loyalty in the work of re- 
building their city. Mr. Bicknell, Who is 
superintendent of the Chicago bureau of 
charities, went to San Francisco as the rep- 
resentative of the Chicago Commercial as- 
sociation. 

The ee eee and industry of the San 
Francisco people is almost Unparalleled in 
history,“ he said.: The wealthiest mer, 
who lost the most, have been the most 
zealous in the work of rebuilding. The resi- 
dents of the city have every reason to be en- 
couraged with the outlook. | 

The work of rebuilding is going on as 
rapidly as it possibly could, and when re- 
bullt the city win be much more beautiful 
than the old. One drawback is the ex- 
orbitant cost of building materials. It is 
certain that prices have been manipulated 
by men in control of the output of building 
materials. The cost of frescoing and plaster- 
ing the St. Francis hotel was $90,000, when 
the original cost of the same was but $45,000. 


30,000 Still in Tents. 


„There are still about 30,000 persons living 
in tents, but houses are being rapidly built 
for them. ‘The relief committee has let con- 
tracts for the building of 4,000 two and three 
room houses. These wil be buflt at a cost 
of $100 and $150 and will relieve the most 
pressing needs for shelter. 

“The people all are self-supporting, and 
there is not an able bodied man, woman, or 
child. in the town who cannot find work. 
There ie a great demand for builders-of all 
kinds, and they receive exceedingly high 
wages. If there are any unemployed work- 
men in Chicago they cannot do better than 
go to San Francisco. That 25 if they are 
union men. 

“ The thaurance has been a sates of much 
trouBle. Many of the companies still refuse 
to recognize the claims on account of the 
earthquake having caused the fire, although 
about 3100,000, 000 has been paid. 

“One of the most serious difficulties still 


left to be straightened out is the confusion

Charles Janke, 19 Years Old, Com- 
mits Suicide After Bewailing a 
Girl’s Indifference.

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IRISH LEAGUERS WILL SEND 
ENGLAND THEIR SENTIMENTS. 


Committee Appointed to Formulate Mes- 
sage—Col. Finerty of Chicago, Presi- 
dent of Organization, Makes Address. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 2.—Aside from the 
address of Col. John F. Finerty of Chicago, 
president of the United Irish League of Amer- 
ica, at the opening session today of that 
orgamzation’s convention, the most impor- 
tant feature of the day’s business was the 
appointment of the committee on resolu- 
tions. A 

This committee will formulate what John 
O'Callaghan, the national secretary, termed 
“the message that will express to England 
the sentiment not only of Irish Americans 
but of the entire Irish race.” T. PF. O'Connor, 
the direct representative of the Irish par- 
liamentary party, will counsel the committee 
on the attitade of John E. Redmond and his 
colleagues. 

Secretary O'Callaghan's report stated tha“ 
“ whén our last convention met the tory gov- 
ernment commanded by a majority of more 
than 100 votes in the British house of com- 
mons in opposition to the will of the Irish peo- 
ple. Today that majority has been shattered 


and ite leaders are without a party.” 

Many prominent natives of Ireland are at- 
tending the convention, among them O'Dono- 
van Rossa.

New York, Oct. 2.—Dr. Fred A. Cook of 
Brooklyn has satisfied hig ambition to reach 
the summit of Mount McKinley, 20,464 feet 
above the Pacific ocean. 

Dr. Cook’s is the first ascent of the moun- 
tain on record. It followed repeated failures. 
News of hie success was receivedcionight 
in a telegram from him dated Tyonek, Alaska, 
to H. I. Bridgman of a Brookiym paper, It

Coaches: Testify at Inquest Into Death 
of Captain That Open Play Increases 
Risks of Participants. 


Trenton, N. J., Oct. 2.—{Special.]—In the 
opinion of three coaches who testified today 
at the inquest into the death of John P. Ken- 
nedy of Troy, captain of the Lawrenceville 
school football team, the new rules designed 
to eliminate the rougher features of the game 
have rendered it more dangerous than the 
old game. 

The coaches who gave this as their indt- 
vidual judgment based upon what they had 
seen in this year’s game were Frederick W. 
Kafer, Dana Kafer, and Percy Calwell, mas- 
ter of the school. 

The verdict of the jury wasthat Capt. Ken- 
nedy came to his death from a fall while 
playing or practicing on the new rules for 
a game of football, that his death was purely 
accidental, no blame being attached to any 
one.“ g 

The coaches explained to the jury that the 
ten yard rule resulted in more open plays, 
which, while making a more interesting game 
for the spectators, they believed more dan- 
gerous to the players than the old mags 
formations and scrimmages.

STRIFE OF RIVAL UNIONS 
MAY SHUT UP MANY MILLS. 


Thirty Woodworkers Are Called Out of 
a Factory Which Employs Members 
of Carpenters’ Organization Also. 


A fight between the Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and the Amalgamated Woodworkers’ 
International- union, with Chicago as the 
principal battleground, threatens to close 
many mills in and throw more than 
8,000 workmen. out of employment. Fach or- 
ganization is determined to exterminate the 
other and the employers have found them- 
selves caught between the two milistones. 

As a preliminary skirmish in the warfare 
thirty woodworkers were called out on strike

Police 
guarded the premises during the day on ac- 
count of heavy picketing by both unions. 

Cc ters employed by the Brunswick-

on strike, but woodworkers are endeavoring 
to fill their places. 

Charies O. Sherman, who was ousted from 
the presidency of the Industrial Workers of 
the World, announced his intention to form a 
rival organization which will be. national in 
scope, It is said the Western Federation of 
Miners, which is the strongest body now af- 
fililated with the industria] workers, will join 
the new movement. A conference has been 
called for this afternoon at 146 West Madison 
street to plan a general revolt. 

Seventy veniremen were examined in two 
hours, but no more jurors were secured to 
hear the conspiracy case against Cornelius P. 
Shea and other labor leaders. A fresh venire 
will be summoned today.

As a law officer 
of the bureau of insular affairs of the war 
department he exercised a far reaching in- 
fluence upon the policy of President McKin- 
ley in connection with the acquisition of for- 
eignterritory. He was of the greatest possible 
service to Secretary Root in passing upon 
legal questions which arose during the Amer- 
ican occupation of Cuba. He aided Secretary 
Root in organizing the republic of Cuba. As 
governor of the canal zone he disposed of all 

questions of an irritating. character between 

the zone and the Panama republic, and did 
it so tactfully, although with firmness, that 
he achieved great popularity among the 
Panama people: ' 

The president is confident Mr. Magoon will 
acquit himself equally well in Cuba, Of

Ing the time of American occupation.

HEARST ATTACK BRINGS HOT RE- 
TORT BY ATTORNEY. 


Asserts Candidate’s Assaults Would 
Have Been Ignored, as in Past, if 
It Had Not Been tor So-Called Ma- 
licious and Baseless References to 
Court of Appeals—Declares He Did 
Not Receive Fee in Mayoralty Con-

New York, Oct. 2.—Alton B. Parker tonight 
gave out a statement iu reply to an attack 
made upon him by William R. Hearst in a 
recent campaign speech. In his address Mr. 
Hearst said Mr. Parker had appeared in an 
election case on the side of election criminals 
in the court he formerly graced, and there 
argued against and secured a reversal of an 
opinion he formerly had rendered. 


. Defends High Court. 

For something more than two years now 
I have submitted, without reply, to the wan- 
ton assaults of William R. Hearst,”’ said 
Mr. Parker’s statement. “ I should probably 
pay no more attention to his insulting and 
maliciously false speech of last evening than 
I have to his other attacks were it not that 
the necessary and intended inference of his 
speech constituted an attack upon a great 
court, a court with a membership that is not 
surpassed in this or any other country: While 
that court is so well grounded in the con- 
dence and the affections of the people as to 


need no defense from any such attack, the 


opportunity is afforded to warn the people 
that a man having such conceptions of the 
judiciary as will permit him to make such 
an attack ought never to be permitted to 
name men for the bench, as it is said Hearst 
contemplates doing under the Murphy-Hearst 
deal. 

J will refer also to one other statement 
made by Hearst. After stating the fact that 
I had appeared in the McClellan-Hearst elec- 
tion contest and made arguments therein, 
he said the reason that prompted me to do 
it, ‘and he did this because the corporations 
that employed him as their corporation at- 
tormey wanted him to do it and paid him 
to do it.’

Cunningham Grahame, is so well known on 


both sides of the Atlantic as a great traveler, 
@ brilliant writer, as a member of pariia- 
ment, and as champion of all kinds of causes, 
which a. sometimes monarchical and more 
cften ultra-socialistic, that the news of the 
death of his beautiful South American wife 
at Henday, on the Franco-Spanish frontier, 
will excite both interest and sympathy. She 
has just been laid to her rest as the last 
Mrs. Grahame of Gartmore,“ on the island 
of the Lake of Menteith, where so many of 
ter husband's ancestors sleep their last rest. 
Cunningham Grahame, who is childless and 
the last of his line, and who has recently 
sold his ancestral home of Gartmore to Sir 
Charles Gayzer, M. P., principal owner of 
the Gien line of steamers, stands in a most 
peculiar position with regard to the crown. 
For were his claim to the earldom of Men- 
teith and Airth to be acknowledged by the 
committee of privileges of the house of 
lords it would be equivaient to an admission 
that he would be the lawful! heir to the throne 
of Great Britain, were it not for the so-called 
act of settlement which two centuries ago 
gave the British crown to the Hanoverian 
house of Guelph in preference to less remote 
kinsfolk of the Stuart kings.

Robert II. of Scotland was first married 
to a girl of the name of Elizabeth Mure of 
Rowallan. He had no children by her after 
his marriage, but .there were no less than 
cight born previously to the ceremony—that 
ig to say, out of wedlock. At no time previ- 
cus to the reformation would such a mar- 
tlage, even with a papal dispensation, have 
been held by the law of Scotland to have 
legitimized the birth of offspring previ- 
ously born. Yet it is from these illegitimate 
children of King Robert II. of Scotland and 
of Elizabeth Mure of Rowallan that al) the 
Stuarts and Guelphs who have since reigned 
in Scotiand and Great Britain are descended. 
King Robert's second marriage, with the 
widowed countess of Moycey, was in good 
order, and David, earl of Strathearn and 
Menteith, was its lawful issue. The grand- 
son of this earl of Strathearn was made ear! 
of Ménteith. 

Before dying King Robert executed a set- 


tlement, entailing the crown of Scotland on 


the sons of both his wives according to pri- 
ority and their male heirs. Thus, even ad- 


} mitting King Robert's legitimization of his 
‘elder children, the fourth earl of Menteith 


should, by virtue of this settlement, have 
succeeded to the throne of Scotland as next 
male heir on the death of King James V. 
instead of that Mary Queen of Scota who 
was beheaded at Fotheringay castle. This 
fourth earl of Menteith was a prisoner in 
England at the time of Queen Mary's acces- 
sion, which may account for his making no 
claim to the Scotch erown. 
— 


The first lord of Menteith, to put forward 
his pretensions to the throne not only of 
Scotland but also of England, occupied at 
the time by King James I., son of Mary 
Queen of Scots, was the seventh earl, 
who, according to contemporary history, 
was the brightest and manliest Scotch peer 
of his day.“ The great Sir Francis Bacon, 
in his capacity of lord high chancellor and 
keeper of the great seal of the united king- 
dom, reported in an official document, which 
ig still on record, to King James I., that the 
earl of Menteith’s claim to the throne was 
80 just in point of law that all that was need- 
ed to set him on the throne was a sharp 
sword.” Bacon's successor on the wool- 
sack made a similar report to King Charles 
I., and it was in consequence of these warn- 
ings that this monarch persecuted and 
finally reduced the seventh earl of Menteith 
to ruin, after publicly charging him with 
high treason for publicly stating that he, 
the earl, had “the reddest blood in Scot- 
land.“ and that King Charles was “ beholden 
to him for the crown.“ 

Since then the earldom of Menteith has 
remained dormant, and according to the 


ablest genealogists of the united kingdom 


and to the English and Scotch royal colleges 
of heralds, Robert Cunningham Grahame is 
able to trace in a direct and unbroken line 
his descent from this seventh earl of Men- 
teith. He claims to be the fifteenth earl 
of Menteith and has submitted his petition 
to the committee of privileges of the house 
ef lords. The latter is proverbially slow in 
deciding such matters, and if it has delayed 
on various pretexts giving a judgment in 
the affair it is not only because there are 
several other claimants to the earldom of 
Menteith but likewise on account of the ques- 
tions which might subsequently be raised in 
connection with the crown, both of Scotland 
and of England. Among the other claimants 
of the earldom are a George M. Graham of 
Toronto, Canada; also a daughter of the late 
Bartley Allardyce; and 4 George M. Graham 
of Leitechtown. But, whereas these preten- 
sions are open to question, there is no doubt 
as to the lineal descent of Robert Cunning- 
ham Grahame from the seventh eari of 
Menteith. He is, in spite of his political eo- 
centricities, popular and has on several oo- 
casions been a guest of King Edward at Bal- 
moral, and is recognized both at home and 
abroad as forming part of the most blue 
blooded aristocracy of Scotland. 

If his pen has been frequently directed 
against the United States, particularly in tne 
tolumns of the London Saturday Review, It 


must be attributed in a measure to the influ- 


ence of his wife, to whom he was passionate- 
ly devoted, and who belonged to one ot the 
oldest patrician families of Spanish South 


America. In fact, her relatives suffered de- 


verely from the Cuban insurrection and from 
the separation of the island from Spain.

DEMOCRATIC CAMPAIGN BOOK 
FOR CONGRESSIONAL FIGHT. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 2.—Bearing the 
motto, “ Equal rights to all, special priv- 
lleges to none,“ on its title page, the demo- 
cratic campaign book for use in the ap- 
proaching congressional campaign was 
issued today by the demécratic congressional 
committee, Although the book embodies a 
fund of statistics, epeeches, and other data, 
the principal subjects discussed are tariff 
history, trusts and combines, corruption and 
scandais, the attitude of democracy towards 
organized labor, the wage question, “ ex- 
travagance of republican appropriations,” 
and other questions of national interest. 

After quoting in full the platform adopted 
by the national democratic convention at St. 
Louis in July, 1904, the book enters into an 
exhaustive history of the protective tariff 
system, going back to the first act of 1789. 
Tariff history, it is maintained, disproves the 
republican platform contention that demo- 
cratic tariff has always been folivwed by 
business adversity, a republican tariff by 
business prosperity.” 

It ig asserted that all the panics in this 
country have occurred under republican 
auspices and with the highest protective 
tariff, and that in France the same conditions 
prevailed, while in free trade England there 
has been only one panic since 1873. That 
the present ‘boom’ will be followed by a 
panic,“ the book continues, is only a ques- 
tion of time.“ 

Numerous instances of republican tariff 
changes are quoted, from which the deduc- 
tion is made that in forty-five years the re- 
publicans have changed or revised the tariff 
law forty-eight times. 

The evidence is overwhelming, it is assert- 
ed, that the present tariff law has fostered 
trusts and combinations, and a demand is 
made for a revision of the tariff toward a 
reduction of the duties. By reason of the 
shelter of the tariff it ie declared that the 
truste and combines have advanced the prices 
of their products and at the same time sell 
cheaper to foreigners than to ourown people. 

Reference is then made to the speech of 
Speaker Cannon, at Danville, III., Aug. 16 
last, when he furnished statistics of wages 
and incomes for the fifteen years between 


4890 and 1906, in which the speaker is quoted 


as acknowledging that in that time average 
yearly wages increased slightly lese than 9.4 
per cent. It is asserted that during the same 
period the value of manufactured products 
increased 58.7 per cent, and the inquiry is 
made: “Does Mr. Cannon and the other 
stand pat congressmen call that a fair deal? 
an increase of 58.7 per cent for the trusts and 
only an increase of 9.4 per cent for the wage 
earners?’’ 

Much space is given to the subject of cor- 
ruption and scandals in the republican party, 
particular reference being mdde to the alle- 
gations of A. B. Parker just before the last 
presidential election and which were vigor- 
ously denied by President Roosevelt in a 
public letter. The life insurance disclosures 
are cited, and in defense of Mr. Parker the 
book states: 

“Judge Parker received from one wha 
knew the names of the few who undertook to 
underwrite the campaign, but the names 
were given in confidence and he respected 
that confidence. The charge was made by 
him not at all with the idea that it would in- 
fluence the result but because he believed 
that such practices must end or the republic 
will oon be one in name only; that the 
psycholegical moment to arouse public in- 
terest was before the campaign closed, not 
afterward, when it could be aaa aoe that

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CUBA AND HER RESOURCES. 
From the Washington Post, Oct. 2.) 

Cuba ts entirely within the torrid zone, but 
not so far south as to make its climate char- 
acteristically torrid. The climate does not 
differ materially from our own gulf states, 
but the rainfall is greater. Its insularity 
insures a moist, equable atmosphere, and the 
never failing sea breezes of the afternoons 
and evenings tend to make the nights cool 
and comfortable even in the warmest months. 

Shaped somewhat like Long island, Cuba 
is long and narrow, being about 780 miles in 
length and in width varying from 18 miles 
to 118 Its area comprises about 44,000 
square miles. By way of comparison, it is 
larger than Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Connecticut, Rhode Island, Dela- 
ware, and New Jersey put together. The 
island would make almost four Marylands 
and about two West Virginias, and is greater 
iw the aggregate of her square miles than 
either Indiana, Kentucky, Maine, Ohio, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, or Virginia. The state 
of Pennsylvania has practically the same 
area as Cuba. The island lies 100 miles south 
of Key West, the most southern port of the 
United States; Havana ia distant from Tam- 
pa 306 miles; from New Orleans, 597 miles; 
and from New York, 1,227 miles. It controls 
the highway to the Panama canal. 

The last census§of the Island, taken in 

1899, put the population at 1,572,797. Immi- 
gration has been steadily increasing, the 
number for 1904 being 20,217. A reasonable 
estimate of the presént population is fixed 
by those best informed at about 1,700,000. 
Of the total population, 68 per cent were 
native whites, 9 per cent foreign whites, and 
82 per cent colored, the remaining 1 per cent 
being assigned to Chinese and others un- 
classified. The figures as to the density of 
the population are significant. They indi- 
cate a population of 153 persons to the square 
mile in Havana province, decreasing to but 
8 to the square mile in Puerto Principe. 
Havana province, therefore, is about as 
thickly settled as New York state, and the 
last named province about ag much as the 
state of Washington. It has been estimated 
that Cuba is capable of supporting in com- 
fort and prosperity a population of at least 
15,000,000,’ which wo be 840 to the square 
mile, or less than the density of the popuia- 
tion in Rhode Island or Massachusetts. The 
census of 1890 found sixteen cities on the 
island having a population over 8,000. The 
chief of these is Havana, with 235,981; San- 
tiago second, with 43,006; and Guines, a 
suburb of Havana, at the bottom of the list, 
with 8,149 tnhabitants. 
The total trade between this country and 
Cuba during the last fiscal year amounted 
to $182,748,519. During that period Cuba 
sold to the United States sugar valued at 
$60,208,148, and tobacco valued at $17,474,- 
269, her total exports to this country being 
$84,979,881, of which all but about $2,000,000 
was dutiable and upon which the duty col- 
lected, according to the department of com- 
merce and iabor’s preliminary figures, was 
$43,028,682. In the same period the United 
States sold to Cuba merchandise aggregat- 
ing $45,877,277.

Seating Accommodations for 26, 
000 Persons Arranged at 
the Spuds' Park. 


Presidents Murphy of the Spuds and 


Comiskey of the White Stockings held a tele- 


phonic conference yesterday and agreed on 
tomorrow as a date for a personal. confer- 
ence to arrange thinor details for the world’s 
championship series, if nothing serious hap- 
pens to the White Sox’s chances before then. 

So far as the confidence of either magnate or 
the public is concerned, the conference could 
have been held at once, but it was consid- 
ered premature to make any plans in advance 
of actual certainty. The national commission 
has made its plans for the series, including 
the dates, but is withholding them until the 
American league pennant is decided, mindful 
of the criticisni which.greeted the announce- 
ment of the schedule last season before Phila- 
delphia was certain of winning or the White 
Sox were absolutely beaten. 


Scale of Prices Fixed. 

The scale of prices has been tentatively 
fixed, however, and will hold good no matter 
what teams play for the world’s pennant. 
The prices for box seats, the only reserved 
peats to be sold, will be $2; for the grand 
stand, $1.50; for the present 50 cent stands, 


$1; and for the so-called bleachers, 50 cents. 


President Murphy arranged yesterday to in- 
crease the number of box seats at the west 
side park by 1.200 and to erect 6,000 circus 
seats in the outskirts of center field, includ- 
ing the space now filled by the clubhouse. He 
figures by the new. arrangement 26,000 per- 
sons can be provided with seats of some kind 
and that would be more people than have yet 
seen a baseball game anywhere. 


Box Seats Ready on Friday. 


The box seat tickets for the west side games 
are expected to be ready fer distribution 
on Friday, at which time the dates for the 
games may be known.

Fred Tenney has engineered a deal by which the 
Boston club of the National league has been turned 
over to a principal whase name ifs not to be dis- 
closed at the present time. Roy Thomas of the 
Phillies and Tenney himself are each to have an 
interest in the club. The matter was clinched this 
morning at the office of President Soden. 

Tenney has been figuring on the matter for a 
long time and at one time had the matter seem- 
ingly clinched; but the backer he had at that time 
seemed to have cold feet and a new deal was 
necessary. The next attempt was made when 
Roy Thomas came here on the last visit of the 
Phillies. Roy had thought well of the propos!- 
tion and he communicated thatTect to Tenney, and 
the upshot was that the pair went to the office 
of President Soden and talked the matter over. 

Thomas soon found out that he could not get 
better terms than had been previously wanted by 
Mr. Soden—$75,000 in cash and a mortgage on the 
grounds of $200,000, at 34% per cent, making a total 
investment of $275,000 

Tenney said that the principal owner does not 
at present reside in this city, He also said that 

while it had not yet been arranged for Thomas 
to play in this city next season, it wag more than 
likely such an arrangement would Be made. 

“We intend to run things on a more Hberal 
scale than has prevailed in the past,“ said Ten- 
ney tonight. The grounds will be fixed up in 
better shape than was ever known before, the 
stands and bleachers will be rehabilitated, and we 
will be more liberal by far in the matter of players 
and will carry at the least seventeen during the 
season.”

Increase of Freight Tonnage. 

The firet meeting of the reorganized direc- 
tors will be held in New York next week. It 
is understood that Mr. Harriman will then 
be re#lected chairman of the executive com- 
mittee, 

The annual report of the Alton shows its 
freight tonnage increased last year 16.86 per 
cent, but owing to reductions in rates the 
‘revenue per ton decreased from $1.14 to $1.10 

and the revenue per ton mile from .689 to .639. 

All records for orders for freight cars were 
broken during the first thirty-nine weeks of 
the present year. During this period orders 
were placed for 218,208 freight cars, as com- 
pared with 196,672 during the first forty-one 
weeks of last year. Orders for passenger 
ears, on the other hand, are smaller. During 
the first forty-one weeks of last year 2.297 
passenger cars were bought, while thus far 
this year only 1,902 have been purchased. In 
the first ‘forty-three. weeks of last year 4,131 
locomotives were hought, during the first 
thirty-nine of this yéar orders were given for 
4,323. 


Must Not Extend Tickets. 

James Chariton, chairman of the Transcon- 
tinental Passenger association, has decided 
that under the rulings of the interstate com- 
merce commmission extensions cannot be 
granted on passenger tickets even on account 
of sickness, and has so advised the members 
of the association. Most of the railways de- 
clare they will continue to grant them — 
this warning.
